The Irish Mag-istracy— Ckaiig-e of Sys- 
tem Demanded -Cause of 
Dissatisfaction. 

London', May 5. — Right Hon. A. .1. Hal- 
four asked tho Speaker to state his views 
regarding the thirteen instructions to the 
committee regarding the Homo Rule bill, 
which were standing on the paper. 

The Speaker declared that the instruc- 
tions were all out of order, excepting that 
offered by Mr. T. Gibson Bowles, Conserva- 
tive M.P. for King Lynn, proposing that 
the Home Rule bill should bo separated and 
the part relating to Irish representation in 
the Imperial Parliament made a distinct 
bill. The rejection of the instructions was 
a great surprise to the House. Most of 
tlio thirteen had been prepared by the 
most practised Parliamentarians, and thero 
had been no general doubt as to their being 
in order. Immediately after tho speaker 
made this declaration, the Opposition met 
in a committee room to decide upon a 
united course of action. 

Col. Saunderson, the Ulster loyalist, pre- 
sided, ami Mr. Balfour, Mr. Chamberlain 
and Lord Randolph Churchill did moat of 
the talking. As soon as a decision was 
reached, tho members returned to their 
places. 

Rt. Hon. Mr. Chamberlain r;ave notice 
that on Monday he would ask Mr Gladstone 
whether or not the Government intended to 
adhere to clatiBe ',) of tho Homo Rule bill. 
This clause concerns Irish representation 
at Westminster, which is to bo reduced 
to eighty members by the bill as it stands, 
but to be lift intact with 103 members uc- 
cording to tlio Parnellito amendment. 

Sir Charles Dilke, Radical, moved that 
tho power of appointing county magistrates 
be transferred from the House of Lords to 
the Lord Lieutenant. 

John Dillon, anti-l'arnellito for East 
Mayo, supported tho motion. The present 
system of appointing, he said, was at tho 
root of the Irish discontent and agitation 
for Home Rule. A man during to sympa- 
thise with the politics of the major- 
ity of Ireland was debarred from 
the bench. Irishmen were looking to 
tho Government to redress this wrong 

Rt. Hon. Mr. A v quith, home secretury, 
said that since the present Government 
came into power tho number of Catholics 
in the Irish magistracy had been increasid 
There was no ground for suspecting the im 
partiality of the great majority of the 
magistrates, yet it was to be hoped that the 
House would respond to the present appeal 
to give tho declaration,- -rithout which the 
Lord Chancellor, believed himself unjusti- 
fied in setting aside a practice of long 
standing. 

Right Hon. Mr. Balfour, leader of the 
Unionists, said he judged from tho tono of 
the Home Secretary's remarks that the Gov- 
ernment did not desire to improve tho ad- 
ministration of justice hut to increase their 
patronage. The Radical party had not the 
courage to attack tlio magistracy openly. 
They wished to make it ridiculous and thus 
prepare for its ultimate destruction. 

Sir Charles Dilke's motion was carried by 
a vote of 293 to '.'40. 



MONTREAL MATTERS. 

Interesting Will Suit— Tried to del Married 
Hut Couldn't— The Premier in 
Paris. 

MONTREAL, May 5. — (Special.) — Some 
years ago the late Alexander Campbell 
made a will bequeathing the bulk of his 
property to the St. George's Society. A 
short time befoio his death he appears to 
have made another will, this time in favor 
of Rev. John Nichols, of St. Murk's church. 
This will bus been admitted to probate, but 
its validity is being contested by tho 
Society on tho grounds of alleged undue 
influence. 

Solicitor-General Curran received a letter 
this morning from Sir John Thompson, 
dated Paris, in which the Premier suys he 
is in excellent health, and conoludes as fol- 
lows : "The work bofore the arbitration 
has been very tedious so far, but it is fairly 
under way and we hope to finish, award and 
all, by the first of Juno " 

The marriage of Miss Evelyn Gait, fourtli 
daughter of Sir Alexander Gait, to Mr. R. 
R. Springeth, of Kort Maeleod, N.W.T., 
took place this afternoon at the residence of 
the bride's father. Owing to the continued 
illness of Sir Alexander, only the immediate 
members of the family were present, in- 
cluding Mr. and Mrs Robert Grant, Bos- 
ton; and Mr. Elliot Gait, Lethbridge, 
Mr. and Mrs. Springeth will shortly leave 
to take up their residence in the Northwest. 

George L. Huuingtou, of Coldbrook, N.S., 
a student at McGill college, was about to 
marry the daughter of his boarding house 
keeper last night, when his friends arrived 
and captured him. He was bundled into a 
cab and where he is now is a secret.

HOME RULE. 

The Financial Clauses of the BUI Talked 
Over Informally lu thelllouse 
of Commons. 

London, May 5. — In the House of Com- 
mons to-duy, tho Right Hon. W. L. Jack- 
son, who succeeded Mr. Balfour us Chief 
Secretary for Ireland in Lord Salisbury's 
late administration, asked whether the 
Government would put in circulation the 
amendment to the financial clauses of tho 
Irish Homo Rule bill. 

Prime Minister Gladstone replied that 
when the House committee should reach 
that stage of the Homo Rule bill, the Gov- 
oenment intended to move to postpone the 
financial clauses. 

Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain said : 
" Does the Government propose any changes 
therein ?" 

Mr. Gladstone — "None at present." 

Mr. Chamberlain — " Does tho Govern- 
ment ad hero to the financial clauses us they 
stand ?" 

Mr. Gladstone — " I cannot say. (Laugh- 
ter.) For instance, the possible increase of 
tho excise must be regulated. It is merely 
the assertion of a principle of Ireland's lia- 
bility to certain charges. The Government 
has not intended to depart from the pro- 
posal to retain the customs duties. The 
financial clauses will remain open in com- 
mittee," 

GERMANY'S CRISIS. 



CAPITAL NOTES. 



Excitement in the Reichstag Greater 
Than for Years— Party Changes 
Expected. 



Prussia Said to be. Laying- Up Trouble 
for Herself— Bavaria's 
Position. 



Berlin, May 5 — The discussion of the 
Army bill was continued tu the Reichstag 
to-day. Chancellor Caprivi again Bpoke. 
Ho applied himself chiefly to a denial of the 
insinuations from Radio il sources to the ef- 
fect that ho was damaging the prosperity of 
Germany in the interest of increased mili- 
tary demands. The Chancellor declared 
that he had only the welfure of Germany at 
heart, and asserted that patriotic members 
of the Reichstag should not require a dis- 
closure of state secrets in the presence of 
foreign countries. 

Hetr von Bennigsen, the national Liberal 
leader, spoke in support of the Army bill. 

The excitement in the Reichstag sur- 
passed anything witnessed there since the 
last hours before the dissolution of the Sep- 
tennute in 1S.S7. 

Freiherr von Hueno did not relax his 
efforts to help tho Chancellor, despite tho 
action of his party caucus. He appeared in 
tho lobby bite in the afternoon, holding in 
his hand the copy of a new amendment pro- 
posed by Major Hin/.o, the dissident Radi- 
cal. At once he was the centre of a group 
of Conservative deputies, upon whom he 
exhausted hia eloquence to secure their sup- 
port of a clause ii, uking a mandatory pro- 
vision for the two year term for all branches 
of tho service. Tho amendment was not 
received enthusiastically by the Conserva- 
tives. 

A few minutes Inter Dr. von Boetticher 
hastened into the lobby with a large group 
of Conservativas in tow. He, too, was try- 
ing to make converts to the Hiti/.e demand. 
As he passed with his following, Herr von 
Koscielski, leader of the Poles, remarked 
Bneoringly, " There goes von Boetticher, 
offering tho bill for sale to tho highest 
bidder." 

It is already apparent that un important 
element in the situation is the vote that will 
not bo cast uo all. Several Radicals huvo 
already left the city to avoid voting against 
tho bill. This ufternoon there was a 
growing feeling that Chancellor von Cap- 
riui would win. Tho bitterness 
of the opposition clericals increases 
hourly. The leader of tho Bavarian 
Clericals said this afternoon that if tho bill 
should bo passed, with the assistarco of the 
Prussian Clericals, the Bavarian members 
would summon immediately a caucus in 
Regensburg. They would then declare 
their secession from the Clorical party and 
establish a political organization of the 
Bavarian Clerical party, and establish a 
political organization of Bavarian Clericals 
who would co-operate with the Wurtem- 
burgcrs, Alsatians, Westphalians, Rhine- 
landers and friendly Prussians, to resent 
the over reaching projects of militarism. 

Editor Sigel, the Munich Prussian hater, 
declares in hia Vuterlnnd that Prussia is 
laying up trouble for herself by her reckless 
insistunce in the matter of tlio Army bill. 
Her relations to Bavaria and others of tho 
Federal states, ho says, have yet to stand 
tho ordeal of tiro. Few persons could doubt, 
in view of her present course, that the next 
war would bo intended to make her tho 
Bupretne ruler of Germany. Indeed, Ger- 
many hud already become Prussian, If tho 
next war should result in an absolute victory 
for Germany, Bavaria would then bo merely 
a Prussian province, and her independence 
of 700 years would be ended. 

The division on tho Army bill was de- 
ferred. It will probably be taken up on 
Monday. 



PELAGIC SEALING. 

What Mr. Coudert Said About, It Before, the 
Commission Yesterday. 

Paris, May 5. — The hearing was not so 
interesting in tho afternoon us in the fore- 
noon. Mr. Coudert, asserted that pelagic 
aealinir hud not lessened since the modus 
Vivendi was agreed upon between Great 
Britain and the Unitod States. The pelagic 
seal hunters now caught tho seals in the 
ocean outsido of Behring Sea, whero they 
found the chase equally profitable. Conse- 
quently it was necessary to establish regu- 
lations as to seal hunting in tho North 
Pacific also, and so stump out pelagic 
sealing.

Mr. Turner fully 
explained wherein tho discrepancies were 
apparent, and although Mr. Johnston in- 
sisted that the Dominion enumeration wua 
correct, Hon. Mr. Angers promised that the 
enumerators' books should be gone over and 
a tally of the white population carefully 
made. Mr. Turner returned to Montreal 
this evening. 

The revenuo for the ten months was

000, leaving a surplus of six millions or one 
million better than the same period lust 
year.

HEAVY SNOW. 



Remarkable Facts as to the Season's Down- 
fall. 

Seattle, May 5. — Henry Pennycock,who 
has been in charge of J. A. Paino's camp, on 
tho Kverott & Monto CriBto road, bovce. 
miles from Monto Cristo, was in the city 
yesterday, and tells some remarkable facts 
about the depth of tho snow and its effects 
in the mountains. " I kept a gauge of the 
snow fall," said he, "and found that tho 
total fall for the whole winter was 36J feet. 
There is now seven feet on the level on the 
grade at our camp, but at Silverton there 
waa only 3i feet. On January 19 the tem- 
perature was '22 below zero, and it began 
snowing and did not stop until nine feet had 
fallen. Since January 2\) tliu fall lias been 
'JO feet, and pretty well on iu March 07i 
inches fell in four days. Tho weight of snow 
broke the Btringcrs in tho bridge above our 
camp, and the Btringcrs in tlio bridge at 
the forks of the Sauk were broken in three 
places. We h ive hud ono Chinook wind, 
which was blowing when I came down last 
Thursday. They are hauling goods to Sil- 
verton on sleighs, and have been packing 
on ponies to the Hoodoo mine, three und 
one- half miles above Silverton, all winter. 
Travelling is all done on suowshocs or ou 
Norwegian ski. A strange fact about the 
snow is that hardly any fell on tho Sauk, 
just across the ridge, but all the heavy snow 
loll on tho Stillaguamlsh. I think tho rea- 
son is that tho storms all came from tho 
southwest, and tho mountains between the 
Stillaguamlsh and the Sauk shut tho cloudt. 
in like a wall."

WESTMINSTER. 

Ni:w Westiiinsteb, May 5. — Represent- 
atives of tho majority of the municipalities 
in the Province mot in tho City Hall this 
afternoon to consider the advisability of 
forming a municipal association, the object 
being to bring about uniformity in muni- 
cipal methods and to improve the municipal 
laws. Mayor Beaven wrote regretting that 
other business prevented him being present. 
Mayor Curtis presided, and the proposed 
association and its benefits were discussed 
at length. No definite steps were taken, 
but a special committee was appointed to 
draft a constitution aud by-laws, to be sub- 
mitted to every municipality in tho Prov- 
ince, the said committee to convene auother 
general meeting when their work is pre- 
pared. 

A large public meeting, addressed by cler- 
gymen und others, was held at Langley yes- 
terday, which passed several resolutions 
condemning tho Government, favored sep- 
aration, and asked Mr. I'unch to resign.

Tho largest sticks of timber ever cut in 
Westminster were shipped from the Royal

GOVERNMENT SUCCESSES- 

Defeat of tho Honduras Revolutionists— Nk 
carngua 3Iny lie Called to Account. 

Panama, May 5.— News reached here of 
the complete triumph of General Vasquez 
and tho government troops against the re- 
volutionists iu Honduras. General Vasquez 
assumed command of the provincial govern- 
ment troops after the first defeat suffered 
by the government. When the capital fell 
icto the hands of General Bonilla, leader of 
the revolutionary troops, Senor Vasquez 
with great spirit increased his army aud ro 
captured Tegucigalpa end now has com- 
pletely defeated the revolutionists. Word 
has been received that tho new government 
has been recognized by San Salvador and 
Guatemala. 

When Vasquez was asked when he pro- 
posed to do something in regard to Nicar- 
agua, he said he promised to take breakfast 
in Leon and dine in Nicaragua. During the 
revolution in Honduras, Uruguay openly 
aided Bonilla, aud it is more than likely, 
judging from the threat made by Vapquez, 
that he will soon declare war against Nicar- 
agua. Communication has been re-opened 
with Amthala und the interior. The news 
of the success of General Vasqutz is the 
first direct information from Honduras for 
several months. Officers from Barracoota 
arriving to day vouch for the truth of tho 
facts here given. 

JUVENILE INCENDIARISM. 

Boys Set Fire to a School Prom Mischief and 
the Desire for a Holiday. 

Port Hope, May 5. — (Special)— Lato last 
evening Trinity College school, situated 
half a mile from hero, was discovered to bo 
on fire. An alarm was at once given, and 
the town hoso was sent out and succeeded 
in extinguishing the dunes. An investi- 
gation into the origin of the fire showed 
that it was an incendiary attempt, and 
suspicion falling on some of the scholars, a 
roll-call was made, with the result that 
three of them confessed Lo having set fire 
to the building, and implicated threo other 
boys. All six are under twelve years of 
age, some of them not ten, and they wer 
impelled on by a spirit of mischief and d( 
sire to bo free from school for a whih 
They are all sons of wealthy and influential 
Canadians, tho father of the ringleader be- 
ing a prominent Canadian millionaire.

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FINANCIAL TROUBLE. 

Excitement on the Stock Exchange— 
Values of Securities Materially 
Diminishing. 



The Condition of the Money Market 
Mainly Responsible— Latest 
Developments. 



New York, May 5.— The stock market 
opened dull yesterday, with heavy dealings 
nd a sharp deoliuo in Cordage. The rest of 
tho market was fairly steady at first, but 
weakened later, especially tho industrials. 
In tho afternoon there was further liquida- 
tion, especially in Grangers. Tho closing 
prices were nearly the lowest of tho cluy. 
Cordage common showed a net decline for 
the day of 17.[ points. The preferred 
allowed a not decline of 10 points. Manhat- 
tan showed a not decline of !U, sugar I3i| and 
general electric 3J. It wus a disastrous 
day. Three failures wero announced, all 
duo to the cordage troubles. There were 
rumors about a lionso interested in general 
electric and Chicago gas. Many loans were 
called. Lenders aro discriminating sharply 
against the industrials, and collaterals 
against two loans are said to have been sold. 
Money was as high us 15 per cent., closing 
at 10. Tho total sales of listed stocks were 
645,318, of which 134, 124 were Cordage 
common. In addition !)S,50S shares of 
sugar and 17,533 shares of lead were 
dealt in. 

Late in tho afternoon an informal state- 
ment was made in regard to the condition 
of affairs of the National Cordage company. 
The statement was made l>y an officer of 
the company after consultation with several 
of the directors and the counsel for the 
cordage trust, to the effect that the Na- 
tional Cordage company had not applied for 
a receiver, ami was fully able to pay all its 
dividends for the ensuing year. The sud- 
den decline in Cordage stock is attributed 
by tbo officers of the trust to the fact that 
at this season a great deul of money goes out 
of the city to outside investors iu tho shape 
of dividends, and it takes soino time for it 
to get back again. There has been some 
discrimination by the bunks ugainst Cord- 
age paper, and this, together with the 
recent additional issue of §2,500,000 of 
stock, has had tho effect of forcing prices 
down. The question was then asked if any 
personal embarrassment of President Water- 
bury would involve tho Cordago trust. 
This Was denied, as was the statement that 
Mr. Waterbury is in any financial difficulty. 
The Btories about Wall street late this after- 
noon were not, however, strictly in accord 
with this latter statement. 

Three small failurea were announced on 
the consolidated stock and petroleum ex- 
change : Beardsley, Bradford and G. R. 
Wilson. A. H. King & Co , a firm which, 
under various names, has been in business 
forty years, failed yesterday. Tho liabili- 
ties amount to $250,000. Arrangements 
are being made by which the firm expects 
to resumo business without liquidation, The 
failure of Henry Allen & Co., stock brokers, 
was announced on the stock exchange. 
B. L. Smythe & Co., bankers and brokers, 
have suspended payment. Allen & Co., 
whose failure was announced, have made an 
assignment. A schedule of assets and lia- 
bilities is being prepared. Wall Street 
news agencies quote prominently tho follow- 
ing on the financial situation : " liy good 
authority, unnamed, the administration is 
somewhat to blame [or the present financial 
troubles, for no proposition thus far put for- 
ward by it for relief is in any sense prac- 
tical, and would, if carried out, hurt and 
not help. New Yoik bankers did right to 
conserve their own position in a time of such 
distruat as the present. To yield to the 
proposals of the troisury department, aa 
thus far made, would be to endanger the 
position of the banks themselves and hurt 
their ability to aid cus oniers. Tho con- 
dition of things evon now is moat keenly 
ielt." 

Chircel'or McQill to-night, at his resi- 
dence in Btiroiv street, Jersey City, ap- 
pointed (ieorge W. Loper and E F. Young 
receivers for the National Cordage com- 
pany, The receivers wero appointed on the 
application of counsel for the Cordage com- 
pany, Receiver Loner is the treasurer of 
the company, and Young is president of the 
First National Bank, Jersey City. Tho com- 
pany has about 82,000 000 in bonds and 
securities to pay ofl all in a few days and is 
able to meet tho demands. The petition 
for the appointment of receivers was made 
for tho purpose of protecting the company's 
property against, attachment. The re- 
ceivers will give $200,000 bonds. 

The Post's London special says : Stocks 
are very quiet, Americans here inclined to 
be better towards the close, but some arbi- 
trary houses refused to uot. American af- 
fairs are now the centre of attraction. 

London, May 4. — Tho Bank of England 
has advanced the rate of discount from \lh 
per cent, to .'!. 

New York, May. 5. — Excitement on the 
stock exchange this morning waa most in- 
tense, and prices are falling so rapidly that 
it is a difficult matter to keep track of them. 
The announcement of tho suspension of 
S. V. White added to the general demorali- 
zation which seems to have >•<•' in in Ameri- 
can sugar, which opened at 85 and dropped 
to 63 at 11 o'clock. Chicago gas fell from 
74 to Go ; general electric from 80 to tili ; 
national cordage from 10 to 18J ; whiskey 
trust from 22$ to 21 j ; lead from" 33 to 28 ; 
U.S. rubber from 45 to 40 ; Western Union 
from 83 to SMS, and Manhattan 123 to 120. 
The failure of Ferris fc Kimball was an- 
nounced on tho stock exchange at 12:45 
p.m., and that of W. Button It Co at 12:55. 

Boston, May 5, — Francis Kenshuw St Co., 
stock brokers, 7 Exchange Place, suspended 
this morning. Mr. Jackson, a member of 
tho firm, said to a reporter : " Our failure 
iB due to our inability to collect money on 
margins. In the present stato of affairs it 
is impossible lo say to what extent we are 
affected, Our suspension lias been precipi- 
tated by the condition of tho market for the 
past few days. Money has been very scarce. 
Wo bops to get out of this all right." 

Henry Clews voiced the feelings of the 
more conservative Wall street men to-day 
when ho said : " There aro times when big 
men's souls aa well as their pockets are tried. 
If tho hitter be well filled, however, together 
with a clear head, with tho opportunities 
afforded for quick movements in the market, 
it would be good policy to buy good stocks 
hereafter on pronounced breaks, for fair 
profits, which a succeeding rally is suro to 
bring. It must bo remembered that prices 
now are fully us low on the average us those 
in tho Baring punic of 1S!)0, That was a 
world's panic, while this is but a local 
one, at any rato confined within the 
boundaries of our own country. I am of 
the opinion that to-duy will eradicate the 
weak spots and make a stronger bottom for 
good stocks than they have hud for some 
time past. Squalls come periodically and 
after wo get over this one wo will bo exempt 
from another for Bovoral years to cotno. 
This is tho oxperienco of the past and the 



present upheaval will not be unlike former 
onea in this respect." 

William Shearer, manager of the Clear- 
ing House Association, regarded the cause 
of the present depression in tho market aa 
tho elTVct of the so-called Sherman bill, 
with the accompanying idea that the United 
States treasury cannot pay out gold below 
the $100,000,000 reserve, and added : "The 
situation, as 1 tee it, is liquidation as a re- 
sult of the idea of a scarcity of gold, and 
trimming down where trimming can best be 
done." 

DEPOBTING CHINAMEN. 

It Will Cost More Honey Thau the American 
Government Had Expected— More 
Funds Wanted. 

WASHINGTON, D.C., May 5.— Where the 
money is to come from with which to firo 
out tho non-registered Chinamen in the 
event of the Geary law being sustained by 
the Supreme court, is a question that is giv- 
ing the treasury department no little un- 
easiness, Jiumerous communications on 
the subject have been received from internal 
revenuu collectors iu different puts of the 
country, who want to know how they aro 
to he recouped for the expense of coralling 
the Mongolians within their jurisdiction. 
An appropriation of $100,000 for executing 
the law was made iu Congress, but already 
half of that has been spent in notifying the 
Chinamen, in printed circulars ami other 
like expenses. If the law is sustained aud 
the various collectors are compelled to exo- 
cuto it the money in hand will speedily be 
exhausted, and nothing will bo left for 
deporting purposes. Some of tho treasury 
officials believe that in this view of the mat- 
ter the law will become a dead letter from 
lack of funds to make it effective. 



AMERICAN NEWS. 

1 Lo Blacksmiths Propose to Form a 
National Trades Union— Indian 
Fighting > 

Proposed Christian Centennial at 
Jerusalem to Inaugurate Nineteen 
Hundred- Coal Famine. 



Indian righting In Mexico, 

ClirilUAUUA, Mexiou, May 5. — A courier 
arrived bete yesterday bringing information 
of an attack made by several hundred Vuijui 
Indians upon a detachment of 150 Govern- 
ment soldiers, who had been sent against 
them. The fight occurred near the Chihua- 
hua state line, west of Sahuarepa, and re- 
sulted iu a number on both skies being 
killed aud wounded. Tho Indians were 
well armed and fought desperately, com- 
pelling the Government troops to beat a 
retreat without carrying off their killed and 
budly wounded from the lield. The Indians 
huvo Bent out word that no troops or 
strangers will be permitted to enter the 
country, and as the Government will send 
a large force ugainst them u bloody cam- 
paign is expected. 

Convention or Blacksmith*, 

FtULADELPlIU, Pa., May 5. — A lurgely 
attended convention of blacksmiths from 
diflerent parts of the country opened here 
to-day for the purpose of forming a national 
union of the trudo in connection with the 
Au.erican Federation of Labor. Speeches 
« ere delivered insisting upon tho need of 
organization on the part of blacksmiths in 
all parts of the country, und" declaring that 
the time bad cotno when the perpetuation 
of tho crime of long hours of burdensome 
toil would cease. This afternoon President 
Gompera of the American Federation will 
deliver an address. 

— 

Bradstrect's Tnule Review. 

New York, May 5. — Bradstreet's to- 
morrow will say: In the Cunudian Dominion 
the unfavorable weather has exercised an 
influence similar to that noted iu the United 
States, and has considerably reduced the 
general volume of trudo in nearly all lines. 
Montreul, however, hope3 for an early im- 
provement in business, due to tho opening 
of navigation. The province of Ontario 
anticipates participating in the reopening of 
tho export trade from tho Dominion 
by shipping cattle abroad, unless 
t io embargo interferes. Country collec- 
tions aro generally very backward. Trade 
in Newfoundland is dull, but the seal fish- 
ery li is turned out better than expected. 
The hank clearings ut Hamilton, Toronto, 
Montreal and Halifax aggregate $17,050,000, 
or 11 per cent, more than last week ; but 
S per cent, less than in tho like week last 
year. There were 30 failures repotted from 
the Canadian Dominion this week, against 
35 last week and . '11 in the same week of 
last year. 

Christian Centennial at Jerusalem. 

Philadelphia, May 5. — The projectors 
of the Christian centennial at Jerusalem in 
l!)O0, tho chief mover in which is Colonel 
Jesse F. Priton, met yesterday.

AN UNINTENTIONAL ERROR. 

The Month, a publication published in 
New VA'estminater, contains a moderate and 
woll-writtcn article entitled "Shall it bo 
Separation ! " Tho writer, who does not 
allow auy political bias, makes a mistake 
which wo are surprised to find in a British 
Columbia periodical, und then goes on with 
his argument as if he hud stated a fact 
whioh could not bo controverted. Ho says : 
" Now, in our Province, the question of re 
distribution is a question of tho Mainland 
versus the Island, and the Island having at 
present one more member than tho Main 
land, the required majority will bo impos 
sible unless we suppose that aomo members 
of the Island surrender their claims to thooo 
of the Mainland." 

The writer, und no doubt many of thoso 
who have read his article, will feel Bur- 
prised when they learn that the representa- 
tion of tho Mainland and Island in the 
Legislative Assembly is in proportions the 
very ieverse of those described by him. It 
is the Mainland which has aeveuteen mem- 
bers an-1 the Island sixteen. As many 
others, both in this Province and in other 
pirts of the Dominion, may be under tho 
same impression ub the editor of the Mouth, 
we gitre below a list of the members of tho 
House, divided into Mainland aud Island :

It is important that the people of the 
Province should know that the Muiuland 
has already a majority in tho Legiala urc. 
Whether it is entitled to a greater pre- 
ponderance than it now enjoys ia the ques- 
tion which the Government has to decide. 
We believo that there is every disposition 
on the part of the majority of tho present 
House to do ample justice to the Mainland, 
hut they cannot bo expected to work in tho 
dirk. They must have full information as 
io what is the population of the Province, 
and how it is divided. We do not believe 
that the people of the Mainland wiah to do 
tho Island an injustice in this matter. They 
■waub to nco fairplay done to both geograph- 
ical sections, hut without more and better 
information than can be now obtained this 
-jaunot be done. 

This is the principal question about which 
.ionic excited politicians aro just no>v malt- 
ing such o. noise. Tho matter is by no 
means go simple as some interested partita 
would make ib appear. Hero wo see that a 
writer who might be supposed to bo well- 
informed, makes a very serious mistake, as 
to how the representation of tho Mainland 
und Island urc apportioned, yot he had the 
means at hand of obtaining uccuratc infor- 
mation. How much easier it ia to mako a 
mistake as to the relative population of 
Mainland anil Island, when tho Bources from 
■which information is to be obtained urc gen- 
erally believed to be very far from exact. 

We are very far indeed from believing 
that tho mfsjtatament mudo by tho Month 
was intentional. We are quite convinced it 
was a miatalto and nothing more, caused it 
is inoro than probable, by tho certainty of 
tho writer that ho knew- all about it. This 
ovor-oortainty is the cnuac of a groat many 
.'jltmdors. 



ENQUIRY NEEDED. 

Dr. George H. Duncan, city health officer, 
says in a late report : 

It would bo pleasant to sea tho Dominion 
and the Civic health authorities working in 
harmony, for then needless expense and 
annoyance would bo avoided and the danger 
from am dlpox minimized. 

Not only would it bo pleasant to have tho 
Dominion and the Civic health authorities 
working in harmony, but tho preservation 
of tho public health makes it absolutely 
necessary that thoy should so work. The 
City Health Officer should huvo such con- 
fidence in tho efficiency of the quarantine 
that ho should consider it unnecessary to 
examine persons who have been liberated 
from quarantine. The object of the quar- 
antine is to prevent the importation cf dis- 
ease. If the treatment of persons defamed 
at tho quarantine station is such that tho 
City Health Officer considers it his duty to 
examine and disinfect those who have con- 
formed to the quarantine regulations and 
have been dismissed by the Dominion 
Health Officer with a clean bill of health, 
oither the City Health Officer ia fussy and 
vexatiously ollioious or the management of 
tho quarantine station is bad und in- 
effective. In any case, if persons are, 
after remaining in quarantine during 
the time n quired by law, detained by the 
City Health Officer for the purpose of ex- 
amination and disinfection, the call ia ono 
that demands the attention of the authori- 
ties of tho Dominion as well as of the city 
and Province. Quarantine is nothing more 
than a sham if city and Provincial health 
officers are required to keep a watch over 
it lest patients are allowed to leavo beforo 
they uro properly diainfocted. Wo trust 
that the attention of the Dominion authori- 
ties wilt be directed to Dr. DuLcin'd report 
of May 1st. If the statements in that re- 
port are correct, tho Albert Heutl station 
requires immediate improvement. It will 
not do to wait until tho new station at 
William Head is put in good working order. 
The present station may be tilled any day, 
and it should bo properly attended to, and 
supplied with appliances for the thorough 
disinfection of all who may be detained 
there. The authorities should, without loss 
of time, take tho proper meaaures to find 
out whethor there are good grounds for 
Dr. Duucan'a repreaeututions, or whether 
he i8 over-zealous and acting tho part of an 
ularmist. 



THE OU11AN REBELLION. 

Cuba is in an unsettled coudition. Re 
bellion has broken out on tho island and the 
indications are that it will becomo much 
moro formidable than it iB tit present. Tho 
people of that island are discontented, and 
with very good reason. They have never 
possessed self-government. Tho Captain- 
General appointed by the Spanish Govern 
ment rules tho island. He is practically an 
autocrat. Tho country has never been well 
governed. The Cubans, since tho rebellion 
of lSOS, have had representation in the 
Cortes. But tho country has been ruled in 
what was regarded as the interests of .Spain 
rather than of its inhabitants. The intelli 
gent Cubans compare their miserable condi- 
tion with that of the frco inhabitants of the 
British colonies, and tho consequence is 
they thid the yoko of Spain insupportable 
What they want is self-government such as 
thoso colonies enjoy or complete independ 
ence. 

It does not nppear that citizens of the 
United Statta have had anything to do with 
fomenting this rebellion aa they hud in tho 
struggle of 'Hi and succeeding years. Many 
of them at that time were most desirous to 
annex Cuba, and they resorted to measures 
that could not bo justified to accomplish 
their purpose. But there are now very few 
Americans who desire the addition to tho 
Union of a slave-holding state. Rich as 
Cuba is in natural resources, near as she is 
to the United Statos and much as may be 
gained by having unrestricted treo trado 
with her, tho Americans seo that such an 
addition to their territory would bring with 
it muny disadvantages, aud would add 
another to the difficult problems which they 
are required to solve. So they are eatisliei 
see the Cubans lighting for their own inde- 
pendence. Some of them may, without any 
ulterior designs, lend them in many ways a 
helping hand in the struggle. Tho Cubans, 
too, will have the sympathy of British 
Americans in their struggle for self-govern 
ment. The wonder with them has beet 
that they have tolerated so long the rule 
of a people who took no pains to conceal 
from the native Cubans that they regarded 
them as inferiors. 



TEE HULL STRIKES. 

The strike in Hull has become important 
enough to bo the subject of a discussion in 
Parliament. It had ita origin in the coullict 
which now appears to be irreprcasahle bo 
bween union und non-union labor. Tho fol- 
lowing news item, taken from the London 
Times of April 7th, will give a very clear 
idci of the origin of tho strike and of tho 
question at issue between the dockers und 
their omployes : 

A fortnight ago the Hull ahipownera and 
Others determined to open a free labor office 
in the port, and tho Hull dockers threatened 
that if free labor men were Bet on thoy 
would strike in a body and call out the sea 
men and lightermen. Four hundred free 
labor dockers from London arrived at Hull 
on Wednesday morning, and at about noon 
fifty were sent to tho Wilson liner Romeo, 
When they came on ahoro for dinner they 
were hooted by the local dockers und some 
atones were thrown at them. The ganger, 
named Dennis, thereupon drew a revolver, 
the sight of which irritated the men, and 
they closed around him. He fired threo 
shots in tho air, when tho Hull men beomo 
so excited that, but for tho immediate help 
of the police, DonniB would have been 
thrown into tho dock. The free labor men 
wero got into the abed which had been 
prepared for them, but tho atti- 
tude of thousands of dockers was so 
menacing that they dared not return to their 
work. In the afternoon the frco labor men 
wero placed on board the steamer Plato, of 



Wilson's Lino, about to sail for Hamburg ; 
but they did not return in tho afternoon, 
and lato in the day tho Wilson steamers 
were effectively blocked. The torco of 
police was not sufficient to protect the free 
laborers. Alderman Stuart, chairman of 
the Watch Committee, addressed tho men 
at the Albert dock, and assured them that 
tho police meant to protect all men who 
would work, and if tho local force was not 
strong enough outside help would be obtain- 
ed. The strike has already assumed largo 
proportions, and both sides aro most deter- 
mined. Mr. Ben Tillett was at Hull on 
Wednesday encouraging tho strikers. 

Tho contest continued getting hotter und 
hotter until tho lumber yards wero sot on 
fire and tho troops wore culled out. Tho 
spirit in which the employers continue tho 
contest may bo inferred from tho following 
extract from tho letter of the Hull corre- 
spondent of the Times, written on the 11th 
of last month. He says 
-that the employers uro determined at all 
lizards to maintain their right to control 
their own business, which control, us Mr. 
Wilson asaerts, they have " been rapidly 
losing," und tho strike is not to bo brought 
to a close, ua fur as the employers aro con- 
lerned, until they havo established the 
principle of the freedom of labor in Hull. 
There is no idea either of reduciug wages or 
of " smashing " the men's unions ; but there 
is a firm resolve not to tolerate " factioua 
interference," and to secure for the employ- 
era tho right to engage whomsoever they 
please, and for the meu tho right to obtain 
employment without being first compelled 
to join any particular union, or to pay up 
" arrears " if they ahould already bo mem- 
bers. 

The attitude of the Government ia, it ap- 
pears, thut of tho preserver of tho peace 
and the enforcer of the law. It says in 
effect to both contestants " settle your own 
disputea and fight out your own battles, but 
the peace must bo kept and the law must bo 
obeyed." It is hard to see what other posi- 
tion the Government could tako. It ia evi- 
dent thut it should not take the part of 
either aide, hut it is equally evident that it 
would be wanting in its duty if it did not 
put down disorder and uphold the law.

CHINESE EXCLUSION. 

How It Is Proposed to Test the Validity of 
the Geary Law in the City of 
New York. 

New York, May 5.— This is Chinese 
exclusion day, on which the Celestials must 
di cide whether they will register in the 
United States according to the Geary law, 
or be deported to the Flowery Kingdom 
from whence they came. At I o'clock this 
afternoon, tho close of the business day, 
the Collector of Internal Revenue of this 
city will close tho books. Less than ten 
per cent, of tho Chinese laborers coming 
under the provisions of the enactment havo 
complied with the law. Threo Chinamen 
will be arrested and arraigned as prisoners 
in the United States Circuit court 
in this city to - morrow. These 
cases it is proposed to make use of for the 
purpose of testing the constitutionality of 
the Chinese Exclusion law. It ia a matter 
which has been amicably arranged between 
the Chinese Six companies of California and 
tho United Statea Government. Eminent 
couna-l will represent tho Chinese. Two 
Chinamen will bo taken beforo Judge 
Crown, in the United States court, and a 
third before Judge Laoonde, in tho United 
States Circuit court. Two forms of pro- 
cedure will bo thus adopted to avoid the 
possibility of mistake in the methods. The 
cases will be taken to the United States 
Supreme court, with the idea of procuring 
a decision aa to tho constitutionality of the 
law by the highest tribunal in the laud aa 
soon as possible. It is expected that a de- 
cision will bo reached in a fortnight.

CONCERNING SEALS. 



Continuation of the Proceedings Be 
fore the Commission of Arbitration 
— Coudert's Wild Statements. 



He Presumes American Seal Are 
Branded and Can be Counted 
Like Cattle. 



Paris, May 5. — Mr. Coudort, of counsel 
for the United States, in continuing his 
argument before the Behring Sea tribunal 
of crbitration to-day, proceeded to show the 
habits of seals and said that if the mother 
seal was killed, her pup must inevitably 
perish by starvation, as seal mothers would 
nurso only their own pups. Tho portion of 
the American case read by Mr. Coudert 
also showed that necessarily after a few 
days of nursing her pup, the fenialo is com- 
pelled to seek food in order to provide 
aullicient nourishment for her oll'spring, that 
she leaves tho pup on tho rookery and goes 
into the sea, these excursions lengthening 
as the pup grows older. The portion read 
ulso showed that fish were very scarce in 
tho waters adjoining the rookeries, and this 
necessitated tho female going many miles in 
search of her food, and that they un- 
doubtedly went from 100 to '_'00 [miles from 
tho rookeries, this fact bearing out tho 
testimony of many experienced (Balers. 

Counsel went on to say that aiuco nura- 
ing mothers travelled this distance to seek 
food, returning after obtaining food, it was 
difficult to speiik patiently of the British 
proposal that a twenty-mile limit would be 
sufficient for tho protection of female seals. 
Ho next read and discussed that portion of 
tho American case relating to methods em- 
ployed in taking seals at Pribyloff islands, 
and the result of these practices upon the 
•herds. He said that the herd of seals is 
capable of being driven, separated and 
counted, in the same manner as a herd of 
cattle on tho plains, in fact it much re- 
sembles theso latter in the timidity of tho 
females and tho ferocity of the males. Ac- 
cording to the evidence of one witness, thoy 
were as controllable and amenable to good 
management upon the islands aa sheep and 
cattle, and this power of domestication has 
made it possible to discriminate most caro- 
fully between the classes of seals killed, and 
to enforce rules and regulations for the 
general management of tho herds. 

Baron de Conrcelle, president of tho tri- 
bunal, enquired whether branding of the 
seals was practiced. 

Mr. Coudert replied that he presumed it 
was, but what good would it bo ? he asked. 
It wonld be no protection against pelagic 
marauders, who, on American soil, would ho 
hanged without trial. There was no differ- 
once, Mr. Coudert continued, between seals 
going to sea for food and cattle going out on 
the prairie for food. 

In reply to Lord Hannen, one of the Brit- 
ish arbitrators, Mr. Coudert prefaced his 
examination of tho management of tho sea 
islands with an argument, in which he con- 
tended that tho arbitrators could not make 
any regulations as to Retiring Sea condi- 
tional as to what should bo done on the 
islands otvned by tho United States. The 
United States would not allow anybody to 
interfere with the management of tho prop- 
erty of the United States. He then went 
on to prove that tho regulations in force on 
the Pribyloff Islands provided every possible 
precaution for the preservation of seals. 
Hogs were not allowed on tho islands, and 
even smoking was forbidden. The latter 
statement caused a good deal of merriment 
and banter on tho part of members of the 
tribunal and the counsel present. 



OCEAN SAILING RACE. 

The Course Over Fifteen Thousand Miles, 
ana Includes Bounding Cape llurn. 

New York, May 5.— The American ships 
Florence, Capt. Duncan, and Baring Bro- 
thers, Capt. Murphy, started this morning 
on a 15,000 mile raco to San Francisco. 
The Florence cleared the bar at 9:45 a.m., 
the Baring Brothers following at 11:08 a.m. 
The Florence belongs to Sutton & Co. 's line, 
is 1,604 tons register, and was built at Bath, 
Me., in 1877. The Baring Brothors belongs 
to the line looked after by YV. K. Graco & 
Co. She was built at Thomaston, Me., 
in tho same year as tho Florence, and 
has a registered, tonnage of 2,000. 
There is no way at present 
of comparing the relative merits of the two 
veEsels. Tho Florence arrived at this port 
on January 18 last, und the Baring Brothers 
left Philadelphia for San Francisco on her 
last voyage on October 2"), but was obliged 
to put into Nassau for repairs, having 
sprung a leak. Her cargo was discharged 
at Nassau and brought to New York by 
other vessels. While at Nassau the Baring 
Brothers was stripped and caulked and 
given a general overhauling, and when she 
reached New York again on February 4 she 
was as good as new. The last race to San 
Francisco, previous to this one, was between 
tho ships Jabez Howes and B. B. Sutton, 
beginning on January 7 last. The Howes 
arrived at San Francisco on April 24, after 
a. run of 107 days, beating the B. B. Sutton 
ten days. 

URUGUAY ANH BRAZIL. 

Relations Between the Two Countries— Terri- 
torial Violations Complained of. 

Valparaiso, May 5. — The most recent 
violation of tho Territory of Uruguay oc- 
curred yesterday when the Castilhista 
troops under Col. Anaro entered Uruguayan 
territory near Riviera. His intention was 
to steal horses. The commissary of police 
protested against tho invasion, but Amaro 
threatened to kill him. Gen, Garoia, chief 
of the forces near the frontier, was advised 
of the invasion, and started in pursuit with 
a troop of cavalry. The two forces met 
near the lino, and a fight followed, in which 
twelve of the Uruguayans were killed. 
Owing to this conflict, the Brazilian lega- 
tion is looking to a break in tho relations 
with Uiuguay. It is known that President 
Peixotta wishes the relations between the 
two republics to become strained. He 
thinks if that should occur, it would pre- 
vent outbreaks in any of the 
other Brazilian states, by uniting all 
Brazilians against a common enemy. 

President Harrera, of Uruguay, has de- 
cided to ask tho authority of Congress to 
raise a rural guard for duty along the 
frontier. A largo body of troops to rein- 
inforcetho frontier guards -.vac sent to the 
front to-day. The Senate has authorized 
tho purchase ot additional arms. Sealed 
orders have been sent by Herrera to General 
Garcia. It is believed they contained very 
important instructions to him to repel the 
agressions of Brazilians on the frontier. 

From Government sources, tho informa- 
tion is given out that tho rumors of strained 
relations between Uruguay and Brazil are 
o/oggerated. They still maintain pleasant 
relations. They report that tho state and 



national forces are closing in on the revolt- 
ors, and believe that they will crush out tho 
rebellion in ono decisive battle or drive tho 
rebels out of Rio Grande. Fugitive Holly 
arrived in Mendoca yesterday and not on 
tho day previously announced by United 
States Minister Kgan. Holly says bo was 
aided in his escape from tho United States 
legation disguised as a workiugman. This 
report conlirms the story told by Sonor 
llahamandps. when >i prisoner in Santiago 
jail. 

FRANCE AND SIAM. 

Hostilities Most Likely to lie Resumed at an 
Early Day— Anns und Equipments 
Ordered. 

Paris, May 5.— Lo Matin to-day says 
that the Siamese have resumed tho offensive 
against tho Frcnoh on tho Annum frontier. 
It is now certain, it is stated, that thousands 
of Siamese liavo been sent to the Mekong 
valley, and that tho Freucli consul declares 
tho French position to bo untenable. It ia 
alleged that the Siameso Government has 
ordored warships in England, in which 
country it is trying to negotiate 
a loan. It is further Baid that Siam has 
applied to Russia for ten thousand Mann- 
liclier rifles. In commenting upon this news 
from Siam Be Matin insinuates that Great 
Britain is supporting Siam iu its warfare 
against tho French. Siam lies between 
what Burmah belongs to tho English and 
Annam, belonging to Franco, and has 
recently gained increased political import- 
ance owing to its geographical position. 
Tho French have been disputing with the 
Siamese for the past eighteen mouths regard- 
ing tho boundary and other questions. 



MARINE MOVEMENTS. 

The "Lisa" Supposed to be Lost- 
Not Heard From Since Her 
Sailing iu April. 



Long- Overdue "Morayshire"— "Puebla" 
Passengers -News of the "City 
of San Diego." 



A small sloop, the Lisa, of two and a half 
tons register and belonging to Georgo 
Vienna, which left hero on tho '_'7th of last 
month, has not been heard from since her 
departure and it is suppes-jd is lost. She 
left here in command of a Greek named 
Georgo StevenB for tho halibut fishing 
grounds off tho Cape, and it is feared that 
the little craft has been swamped in some 
heavy sea and her occupants drowned. 
NOT SO BLACK AS FAINTED. 

Mr. William Munsie, managing owner of 
the schooner City of San Diego, denies tho 
receipt of a cablegram from Yokohama 
chronicling tho return to port of the schoon- 
er for repairs necessitated by an explosion 
at sea. The schooner went hack for water 
before the last Empress sailed, and though 
there had been an explosion it was nothing 
of any magnitude.

A portion of Turner, Beeton & Co. 's 
wharf, upon which had been placed Beveral 
hundred'tona of freight-, ex. schooner Ameri- 
caua, was yesterday morning discovered to 
havo considerably sagged down, but being 
relieved of some of the weight, it returned 
to about its natural position. Luckily the 
wharf did not break through, or the damage 
might have boon heavy. 

The tug Mystery, carrying supplies for 
the fishing station at Clayoquot Sound, 
sailed for the West Coast last evening. She 
took as passengers Messrs. Thomas Earle, 
M.P., and J. Magneson, who will return 
home with the steamer. 

Steamer VVillamette, from San Francisco, 
passed up to Nanaimoat 7 o'clock last even- 
ing, and tho ship Wachusett, coal laden for 
San Pedro, is expected to go out to sea early 
this morning. 

It is expected that the now C. P. N. 
steamer, building on the Fraser, will shortly 
arrive down tn have her machinery placed 
iu und be completed here. 

The Seattle schooner South Bend went to 
sea last evening, having been successful iu 
securing the necessary hunters for her seal- 
ing cruise.

F SPRING has

well with the 
bright spring 
fl days. "We have 
tho tender green 
of tho springing 
grass, the purple of tho violets, the gold 
of the daffodils, and the blue of the for- 
getmenot, and tho delicate color of the 
lilac. And besides those wo have ro.so 
h.-af pink, apple blossom and tho poetic 
ashes of roses. 

Ashes of roses has sprung into a sud- 
den popularity, as it well deserves to, 
for a lovelier shade was never produced. 
There is rt blending of a. dozen shades in 
it — pearl, white, pink, bine, violet, and 
ashes over all. It is the handsomest in 
broadcloth and cashmere, but it is inoru 
poetic in plain e.hallis or crepe de chine. 
To bo its handsomest it needs to be self 
trimmed— that is to say, to have plain 
bias ruffles, folds or pinked flounces of 
tho same material, all lightly gathered 
and superposed. 

I give an' illustration of a sown made 
of ashes of roses cashmere, with Jive 
pinked flounces over sapphire blue vel- 
vet, but if tho velvet was to he" replaced 
by cashmere it would bo a more elegant 
gown — at least to my taste. It is 
trimmed with velvet ribbon bows and 
ends. The ashes of roses goes better 
with soft rush green than any other col- 
or, though some affect Lbu voyante ma- 
genta. 

Another new color is seen in cloth and 
light spring woolens, and that is a pale 
snuff color with a hint of green some- 
where. Browns are quito popular in the 
spring wools, but only in tho lightest 
and most delicate shades. I took par- 
ticular notico of one beautiful brown 
dress which a friend of mino bought as 
a compliment to my taste. It had three 
folds at the bottom and was walking 
length and only three yards and a half 
around tho bottom. The waist had brc- 
telles made of folds narrowing in at the 
waist line and simply stitched. To wear 
with this and other equally handsome 
gowns my friend had a royal purple vel- 
vet Russian blouso coat with a full front, 
tho whole trimmed with gold galloon 
and passementerie. Tho hat was of gold 
and purple velvet. The costume might 
seem to be too brilliant, and a year or so 
ago would have been considered rank 
heresy in color, but now it calls forth 
only notes of admiration. 

Tho new parasols to carry with the 
dainty summer gowns aud for carriages 
are more than beautiful. They are made 
of the most delicate and flimsy material 
and decorated with yards upon yards 
of gathered lace, mostly white. Somo 
of them are made of the new bayadere 
striped silk, which brings the stripes 
around liko borderings, and at tho edges 
of these and around tho top spike are 
ruffles of accordion plaited silk, the pat- 
tern becoming accentuated by the close- 
ness of the stripes.

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FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL. 

Henry Clews' New York Circular— Interesting 
Review of the Present Situation, 

New York, April 29. — The gold question 
nt.il 1 (inntiiiufia to be the main faotor affect- 
ing Wall street interests. President Cleve- 
land's firm declaration that the payment cf 
all Government obligations in gold shall he 
maintained under any circumstances had an 
assuring etlyct. It at lease sot at rest one 
serious uncertainty, anil that had tho touio 
result of bracing up tho stock market and 
checking the attacks of the " bears," which 
wore becoming daily more vigorous. At 
the moment, the preponderant disposition 
is to rest and wuit. There are so many 
matters atfecting the situation and tho early 
future that cannot ut present bo estimated, 
that both sides on tho market hesitate 
about committing themselves to large trans- 
actions. A hesitating market is always n 
dull one ; and, if tho uncertainty becomes 
protracted, it may easily become a yielding 
one. 

The intrinsic features of railroad securi- 
ties are decidedly favorable to holding, 
though, hardly to bo considered as warrant- 
ing free buying under the prevailing de- 
moralization. The " industrials " are still 
suffering from the distrust arising from tho 
unnatural conditions upon which they rest 
and which must stand agaiust their accept- 
ance as investments. Within tho present 
month a new element hus appeared, un- 
favorable to speculative buying. A certain 
dullness almost amounting to depression has 
comeoverthe merchandise markets. 1'artly, 
it has arisen from the Into excessive impor- 
tations of foreign roods ; partly from 
the prospective tariff legislation hav- 
ing made distributors disinclined 
to carry larger stocks than are 
absolutely necessary ; partly in the falling 
oil' in the interior demand for goods, and 
partly from the growing stringency in tho 
loan market having compelled sonic contrac- 
tion of credit operations. Any important 
change in this condition of things is hardly 
to be expected until Congress affords some 
definite indications of what is to be tho new 
scale of duties. Until that point is reached 
manufacturers and merchants cm only bo 
expected to run their business on the hand- 
to-mouth principle, and relief from this 
sort of obstruction may hardly be hoped for 
meanwhile. 

The reconstructions and consolidations go- 
ing on in certain important groups of railroads 
may soon enlarge speculative operations. 
The crop prospects are us yet too undevel- 
oped to constitute a f ictor of influence. 
And yet, a little later, very much must de- 
pend upon that feature in the situation. 
Should the prospects as to grain favor 
another good crop at either homo or 
abroad, tho holders of the present immense 
visible supply would bo likely to throw 
their wheut upon tho market, and through 
that a largo relief from the heavy exports of 
gold might come. On tho other hand, with 
prospects of light crops, our large export- 
able surplus would probably continue to bo 
tenaciously clung to, and the exports of 
gold would be correspondingly augmented. 
The same line of reasoning applies to tho 
cotton trade. 

The gold Hituation remains virtually un- 
changed since our last advices. There has 
been some abatement in the amount of 
specie going out, but requirements for ex- 
port may still continue for some tine 
longer, although on a diminished scale, and 
little real relief can bo expected until the 
speculative blockade in the exports of pro- 
duce is broken. The efforts to find relief 
through tome sort of arrangement between 
the Treasury and the bauks have thus far 
developed nothing practical. The relation 
between the banks and the Government is 
becoming better understood, and the con- 
viction gains ground that there is no cause 
for alarm. The Government, if fairly dealt 
with by the banks, will have no difficulty 
in maintaining its reserves and paying all 
iu demand obligations in gold. To borrow- 
ing gold by tho issue of bonds there iB the 
objection that it needlessly establishes a 
very undesirable precedent. 

To un exchange of bank gold for Treasury 
legal tenders, there should be no serious ob- 
jection ; it simply makes t he Treasury tho 
disburser of the hanks' gold for export, in- 
stead of they themselves performing the 
operation. It seems as though the banks 
can hardly afford to allow the demoralizing 
admission to go out before the world that 
they or the Government are unable to meet 
any drain of gold to which they are likely 
to be subject und tho conviction is gaining 
ground that neither can they afford to per- 
sist in a course which shows them ready to 
drain the treasury stock proper whenever it 
may suit a temporary purpose. Public 
opinion has become very sensitive about the 
steady drain upon tho Treasury reserve 
which the banks have been indirectly en- 
forcing, and signs indicate that this policy 
may be soon tempered, if not abandoned, 
If the hanks will let the importers of goods 
and the exporters of gold have all the fold 
they want, daylight will then dawn upon 
the situation.

UNDER SEALED ORDERS. 

The Brazilian Squadron Instructed to Pro- 
ceed to Sea ut Once. 

New York, May ■!. — Rear-Admiral 
Julio Cuioar de Norouha, of the Brazilian 
warship Aquidab&n, received sealed orders 
to-day und directions to proceed to sea at 
onco with his sijuadron. The vessels will 
fjet under way early to-morrow morning. 
They are supposed to bo ordered home on 
account of the disturbance in Rio Grande del 
Sul. The Admiral and the commanders of 
the three ships were invited to go to 
Chicago with the other foreign ollicers on 
tho train which started this evening. They 
broke their engagement at the last moment, 
aud, without sending word to the train, 
prepared for sea. Tho special train 
placed at tho disposal of tho visit- 
ing naval ollicers by the New 
York Central railroad and the Wagner 
Palace Car company left this city at 9:10 
this evening. There were nine cars. Com- 
modore Logan of tho Philadelphia repre- 
sented Admiral Gerhardi and looked out for 
tho welfare of the guests- Lieut. Fremont 
attended to tho details of tho trip.- The 
only American ollicers were Capt. Logan, 
Lieut. Fremont, Assistant Surgeon Orandall, 
and Commander Miller of tho Naval re- 
serve. The Hollanders did not go for the 
reason that they givo a dinner to the St. 
Nicholas society next Monday night and 
would not risk getting back in time. The 
Admirals of the British, Kussian, Brazil- 
ian and Spanish squadroiiB are not on tho 
train, but are represented by ollicers from 
their ships.

AFTER TWENTY-FIVE YEARS. 

A linn Found Guilty Under an Accusation 
Lying Against Him for Half a 
Life Time. 

Jacksonville, Or., May 5.— The trial of 
James Hards for a murder committeed 
twenty-five years ago has concluded and 
the jury yesterday morning brought in a 
verdict of manslaughter. Twenty-five years 
ago Hards was engaged in a contract mak- 
ing hoards on Big Butte creek with his wife's 
stepfather, whose name was Arnold. They 
had considerable dilliculty and Hards said at 
different times that he would kill Arnold. 
Neighbors kept down the quarrel, but the 
morning after tho contract was completed 
Hards went to Arnold's house and shot him 
with a double-barreled shotgun. He then 
oame to Jacksonville to give himself up und 
went to Orange Jacobs to retain him for the 
defence. Mr. Jacobs, after hearing all the 
facts in tho ease, advised Hards to leave 
the country and never come back again. 
Ho was indicted, und the indictment was 
held against him for twenty-two years, and 
Hards learning that it had beeu dismissed 
returned to take posses ion of his property 
hero. His wife, whom ho bad deserted 
wheu he left, a few years later married 
Charles Thurman, with whom she lived 
happily until his death. A year ago she 
was called as a witness on the trial. Hards 
has not yet been sentenced. 

KlHliup Itrook'H Successor, 

Boston, May 4. — The Episcopalian con- 
vention to-day chose Uean Lawrence, of 
Boston, the broad churchmen's candidate, 
as bishop of Massachusetts to succeed the 
late Philips Brooks. 

Explosion at the World's Fair. 

CHICAGO, May 5. — A terrific explosion 
startled everybody in the west end of the 
machinery hall thia morning. A header on 
the big 16-inch main blow out, and the 
escaping steam enveloped everything for 
'200 yards around. By the force of tho ex- 
plosion James M. (Jlassford, a switchman, 
was blown GO feet, and was fatally scalded. 
Tvvo other laborers employed by the North- 
western Co., were also scalded, but not 
fatally. They are Frank Fritz and Charles 
Linn. No cause can bo assigned for the 
explosion.

Louisville, Ky., May r>.— To-day the 
twenty-third annual session of the Young 
Mens' Christian Association of the United 
State3 and Canada convened. The general 
secretaries and directors, many of whom 
arrived lust night, were present in large 
numbers at the welcome service held at the 
Fiist Presbyterian church this evening. 
Mayor Tiler delivered the welcoming 
address in behalf of the city. 

Disappearance, 

Seattle, May 5. —Nellie Holgato, a 
pretty young saleswoman in a local store, 
has disappeared under peculiar circum- 
stances. Without telling any one about it, 
she rode out to Lake Washington alone, got 
into a row boat and started for a row. To- 
day the boat, was found with one oar miss- 
ing. On the bank wus her coat with the hut- 
tons cut off und her hat hinging on a bush. 
Nothing has been seen or heard of her 
since. As far as can be learned, her life 
wus happy, and she was about to be mar- 
ried. Her diaappoaiance is mysterious, but 
whether it was suicide, murder or a quiet 
elopement, cannot yet be discovered.

The Union und \ ictoria Gun clubs wrote 
jointly, proposing an exhibition of trap 
shooting on tho morning of the L'.'ird, on 
Beacon Hill, besides their regular pro- 
gramme- of matches. Tacoma, Vancouver 
and Ladner's Landing have already pro- 
mised to send teams of from six to twelve 
men, and it is expected that Seattle, New 
Westminster and Nanaimo will also be re- 
presented. They asked for an appropria- 
tion of about §101) to provide prizes on con- 
dition that at least three teams compote. 

Bespecting the proposed military parade, 
the secretary reported that Lieut.

MUST RETURN TO CHINA. 



The Destiny of Thirteen Hundred 
Mongolians Brought by the 
Empress Line. 

Barred Out of the States and Not 
Admissible [nto Canada at 
Any Price. 



Latest advices from Portland are that 
only four of tho (512 Chineso passengers 
taken there by tho Danube have been per- 
mitted to land, and that there is no pros- 
pect of the rest being allowed into the Uni- 
ted StateB, their "merchant" certificates 
being pronounced to bo fraudulent and 
worthless. The additional statements are 
made that the Chinese are to bo deported to 
British Columbia, and that tho Danube is 
to bo prosecuted for the alleged offence of 
carrying a greater number of passengers 
than her licenso permits. That these state- 
ments are evidently the result of a mis- 
understanding of the facts is made cleur by 
A. R. Milne, collector of customs at this 
port, who, speakiiig to a COLONIST repre- 
sentative, said : 

" The Danubo has a license permitting 
her to carry more than the number of pas- 
sengers she took to Portland. A special 
survey was made of tho boat before she 
took the Chinese on board, and a license 
was issued in accordance with the report of 
tho surveyors. The former licenso per- 
mitted only a smaller number of passen- 
gers, and that was probably still hanging in 
the aaloou, and a mistaken impression would 
thus bo created. 

" The Chineso cannot bo landed in this 
country. Under our laws a vessel can 
bring in only one for every fifty tons 
register. The Empresses are 0. 000-ton 
boats, and would be permitted to land only 
120 Chinese on payment of the tax. The 
Empress' of Japan did land 100 fortius 
port. She had 250 destined for Cuba, and 
(>12 for tho United S'ates, who were put 
ashore at the quarantine station ut Albert 
Head; those destined for Cuba were first 
sent, on their way, b big d'^pato^ed from 
Vancouver over!.., d ; uud ihe (ill! for the 
United States wen'. to Portland on the 
Danube. The tact lint they Here put 
ashore at the quarantine does not consti- 
tute a landing, or entry into Cm ada, within 
the meaning of the law ; they "i>ly passed 
through Canada in tranxitu, and "if they 
como hack here it can only be in transitu

Our law is administered according to its 
spirit, and there is no way of gotting around 
it so us to permit of tho landing of more 
than the limited number of Chineso from 
tho Empress by bringing them hero on 
other boats and paying tho poll tax, or 
otherwise. My own impression is, that if 
these passengers tiro to be returned to China, 
they will be taken to Vancouver and put 
upon tho home bound steamor there. 

" The Empress of China — the last boat to 
a/rive — brought about b'67 Chinese destined 
for the United States. They are now at 
Vancouver. Tho sailing vessol Tacora has 
been speeially surveyed in tho Royal Roads 
here, and has been granted a certificate per- 
mitting her to carry more than that many 
pussengers. The Tacora will to-night be 
towed to Vancouver, and having taken on 
the Chinese, will thenco bo towed to Astoria 
or Portland, where an attempt will be made 
to land them, a couple of inspectors accom- 
panying the Tacora to Vancouver to see 
that the provisions of the law are complied 
with in tho accommodation) provided for 
the passengers to bo taken on her."
